RULES FOR THE CONDUCT OF SEMI-OFFICIAL 

YEARLY TESTS. 

1. The general rules adopted by this 
station for the conduct of official tests 
of dairy cows shall govern the tests of 
cows entered for semi-official yearly rec- 
ords. (See Wisconsin Experiment Sta- 
tion Bulletin, No. 107, pp. 41-43.) 

2. The 
\ early records shall be conducted for two 
at) such 


tests of cows entered > for 


consécutive days each month 
times as are arranged for by the station 
in each case. The supervisor shall be 
present and see the cows milked dry at 
the last milking prior to the beginning 
of the monthly test. The last milking 
on the test shall in all cases be made ex- 
actly forty-eight hours after the prelim- 
inary milking. 

3. The shall the

4. The average per cent. fat calcu-

two-day test shall also be used for the 
calculation of the yield of butter fat 
during the preceding month. 

6. The sum of monthly milk 
yields for the full year, or for the part 
thereof during which the cow is milked, 


the 
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and the sum of the monthly credits for 
butter fat which the cow has received 
during this period, shall constitute her 
year’s record for milk and butter fat, 
respectively. A certificate of the record 
made by the cow during the year will be 
issued to the owner by the Director of 
the Experiment Station at the expiration 
of the testing period if he be satisfied 
that the monthly reports furnished by 
the owner and the supervisors of dairy 
tests are correct and true, to the best 
of his knowledge and belief. 

7. When a seven-day or thirty-day 
official test of a cow entered for yearly

Selection of Dairy Cattle. 





The dairy cow as we know her is 
both a natural and an artificial pro- 
duct. Though ’a creature of inherited 
capacity and habit, subject to the will 
of man, she is capable of rapid im- 
provement and equally rapid degenera- 
tion. As an individual she is wonder- 
fully amenable to the influences of 
proper training and environment, and 
the production of a splendid mature 
specimen from an apparently unpromis- 
ing calf is very common. As a type, 
however, the dairy cow is the product 
of breeding. She inherits her capaci 
ties, and no one can develop those which 
are not latent in her. In_ breeding, 
therefore, in the combination of similar 
and diverse parental characteristics lies 
by far the greatest possibilities of both 
development and degeneration. Hence 
the most effective work of improvement 
is to be accomplished through careful 
selection and mating. It is not too much 
to say that intelligent selection of indi- 
viduals with view to special qualities 
desired is the key to successful improve- 
ment of dairy stock. How rapidly and 
effectively such intelligent selection can 
acomplish transformation of the charac- 
teristics of domestic animals was shown 
by the story of Robert Bakewell, which 
appeared in our last issue. 

It is generally assumed that the char- 
acter of the dairy cow is indicated by 
certain outward signs apparent to the 
eye or touch, and that the rules of se- 
lection, therefore, are capable of scien- 
tific formulation. These signs or ap- 
pearances form a subject on which much 
has been spoken and written. Every 
writer and, in fact, nearly every dairy- 
man, has his pet theories on this sub- 
ject, and his pet method of selection in 
defense of which the stands ready to 
battle. Though many systems have 
been ably advocated, none have really 
been adequately and sufficiently tested, 
and it must be obvious to the reader 
that until trained observers and men 
versed in the science of biology take up 
the subject of selection, and, on the 
basis of long continued observations 
and experiments, discover its princi- 
ples, the improvement of dairy cattle 
will have no sure foundation. 

Tt is with the hope of stimulating to 
such observations and experiments that 
I propose to pass in review some of the 
methods of selection that are and have 
been in vogue among our breeders of 
dairy cattle. In this review I shall 
neither oppose nor advocate, but shall 
merely attempt to point out and describe 
in an entirely unbiased manner some 
of these methods or systems. In the 


end | may possibly attempt on the basis 








of my own observation and experience 
some elimination and synthesis. 
THE ESCUTCHEON SYSTEM. 

The most prominent attempt in recent 
times to base a systef of selection on the 
appearance of a single feature of the 
animal was elaborated by Francis Gue- 
non, a French peasant. This was the 
so-called escutcheon method. It is gen- 
erally known that the escutcheon is a 
surface in the perineal region of many 
quadrupeds. It is shown on the cow 
by the upward growth of hair beginning 
at the center of the four teats and ex- 
tending in some instances to the level 
of the upper extremity of the vulva, and 
from the middle of the hinder surface 
of one leg to the middle of the hinder 
surface of the other, the extreme limits 
being the vulva and the middle of the 
hams. (See illustrations.) | Guenon. 
having made an extensive study of the 
escutcheon in connection with the milk- 
giving capacity of individual 
worked out an elaborate classification of 
the various forms in which this peculiar 
hairy growth appears, and claimed that 
each of this classes and orders corre- 
sponded to a certain productive capacity. 
In brief, he divided escutcheons into ten 
classes of six orders each. The ciasses 
were named and may be characterized 
briefly as follows: First, the Flanders, 
the genera! outline of which is shown in 
figure I, which represents the first or 
superior order of this class; second, the 





Selvage, which “consists of a growth of 
hair rising vertically and without any 
descending hair to the vulva. Its re- 
semblance to the list or selvage of a 
piece of cloth is what suggested the 
name.” The main distinction between 
this and the first class is the narrow- 
ness of the upper portion of the latter. 
Figure 2 shows the general outline of 
the first order of the Curveline escutch- 
eon or third class. The fourth class 
was named the Bicorn. “Escutcheons of 
this class in the vertical portion end be- 
low the vulva in an indented shape pre- 
senting the appearance of two upright 
horns.” The fifth class Guenon called 
the Demijohn. “The shape is some- 


cows, 
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what similar to the Selvage, only the 
vertical mirror rises broader and 
straighter, and ends half way up to the 
vulva, and it is cut square off.” The 
sixth is known as the Square escutcheon. 
This is much the shape of the Demijohn, 
but the vertical as it rises branches 
square off to the left, and ascends 
straight and narrow to the left side of 
the vulva.” The seventh class is the 
Limousine. “The shape is the same as 
the fifth and sixth class, except that the 
vertical escutcheon ends in a sharp point 
like a spire or an arrow-head.” In the 
eighth or Horizontal class “the escutch- 
eon is lower down from the vulva,” and 
is “cut square off just when it has spread 
to its greatest width.” (See Guenon 
System, by Willias P. Hazard; or Milch 
Cows, by Francis Guenon, translated by 
N. P. Trist.) These eight classes were 
Guenon’s original ones. The Left Flan- 
ders and the Double Selvage, the names 
of which are sufficiently descriptive; 
there are other forms that vary slightly 
from Guenon’s classes which were re- 
garded as crosses. The classes decrease 
in value from first to last. The orders 
indicate degrees of production in each 
class judged by size, symmetry and tex- 
ture of hair. The orders in the higher 
classes below the fourth, and in the 
lower classes below the third, indicate 
inferior cows. The lower illustrations, 
one and three, shown above, are escutch- 
eons of the fifth order. A symmetrical 
form is considered superior to an irreg- 
ular one. Size is considered of great- 


est, fineness of much importance. The 
illustrations show two extremes in 
escutcheons. One and two represent 


orders of the best; three and four, or- 
ders of the poorest. The upper portion 
of the escutcheon in every 
order were considerea@ of Iess value than 
the lower portion, the dividing line be- 
ing from A to A. In the class of Hori- 
zontal escutcheons there is indeed 
upward growing hair above such line, 
except two short and very narrow strips 
each side of the vulva. All escutcheons 
that indicate higher productivity of 
cows of like breed and age have two 
small ovals, designated in the two upper 
illustrations by the letter E. The next 
in order of superiority have one such 
oval. Every class has its so-called bas- 
tard escutcheon.

These may be recog- 
nized by bristling hair along the outlines 
and ovals of coarse hair found in the 
upper portions. An escutcheon com- 
mencing broadly near the vulva and 
narrowing as it descends is inferior in 
value. Chaulkley Hall, a believer in the 
Guenon system, said: “A small and im- 
perfect escutcheon on a good cow is 
something I have never seen. Any want 
of symmetry in the form of an escutch- 
eon is an imperfection. The two sides 
should be alike. A small but perfect 
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escutcheon may be better than a large 
one that is imperfect. A very good one 
is both large and perfect.”

Summiary of official Records from 
Sept. 10 to Nov 2, 1905. 

It must not be overlooked that these 
records are made under the careful su- 
pervision of State Agricultural Colleges 
and Experiment Stations, and that their 
accuracy is vouched for by them; no 
private records are reported by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association. 

It has been stated in the rural press, 
by writers not familiar with the facts or 
with the feeding of dairy cattle for net 
profit, that these records are made at a 
financial loss, a statement which, even 
allowing for the ignorance of those 
making it, is hardly excusable in these 
days. Reckoning butter fat at its mar- 
ket price and skim milk at 15c. per hun- 
dred lbs., in comparatively few cases is 
the net profit on the food consumed 
less than 100 per cent. 

During the period from Sept. 1oth to 
Nov. 2d, 1905. records of 83 cows have 
been accepted, thirteen of which were 





begun more than eight months after 
freshening. All made seven-day rec- 
ords, and several were tested for a

Holstein-Frie- 
sian cattle are becoming more and more 
popular for the establishing of dairies 
for supplying milk to the various State 
charitable and penal institutions, and 
the stewards are enthusiastic in their 
praise. Steward C. L. Whitney, North- 
ern Michigan Asylum, Traverse City, 
Mich., writes as follows: “Did you no- 
tice the record of Minita Inka?—only 
26.3 Ibs. difference between the first and 
second record, and she had at the close 
of the second record given 9,624 lbs. of 
milk since calving, is yet giving a good 
yield, and is due to calve in February.”

Formation otan American Breed 
of Cattle. 


Paper read by Prof. H. H. Wing at 
a meeting of the Central New York 
Farmers’ Club, Nov.. 17, 1905. 

The dictionaries define a breed as 
“the progeny of one stock; specifically, a 
race or strain, especially of domestic 
animals, that maintains characteristics 
artificially acquired.” This definition 
therefore implies that the individuals 
of a breed have certain characteristics 
and that they transimit these character- 
istics to succeeding generations. If 
we study the history of the various 
breeds of domestic animals, we will find 
that they came into existence in various 
ways through the influence of distinct 
conditions or forces often of widely 
differing character. Some of the chief 
conditions giving rise to the formation 
of breeds have been the following: 

Several breeds, notably of cattle, have 
come into existence because they inhabi- 
ted there 
little or no admixture of dissimilar ani- 


isolated localities and was 


mals from outside. In such cases, where 
the cattle are kept for a single pur- 
pose, they rapidly assume a remarkable 
uniformity of type and where the cattle 
product is an important part of the agri- 
cultural industry of the country, natural 
selection tends to develop a high capac- 
ity for production. Cattle of the islands 
of Jersey and Guernsey and of the low 
lands of the kingdom of the Nether- 
lands are excellent illustrations of the 
formation of breeds in this manner. A 
considerable number of breeds have also 
been formed under conditions somewhat 
similar to the preceding, except that the 
localities are not so isolated, and there 
is more or less admixture of cattle from 
outside, but more attention is given by 
a considerable number of the more pro- 
gressive farmers to the selection of the 
individuals. We may say that 
breeds are formed from the common 
stock of the country by care in the se- 
lection and breeding of tneir herds on 
the part of many of the farmers occupy- 
ing the localities or districts. Good il- 
lustrations of such breeds are the Dev- 
ons in Southwestern England, the Angus 
and Galloway in Scotland, among cattle: 
and the South Down and Cotswold and 
perhaps some sheep. 
Lastly, a few breeds have been formed

others among 
by the individual efforts of a single man 


or a small number of breeders, who, 
having a fixed ideal or purpose in mind, 
set about to produce a breed having a 
given type, working commonly at the 
beginning with a few animals and _ se- 
lecting and mating them with the great- 
est skill possible to accomplish the end 
in view. In almost all cases, such 
breeders have made use of the practice 
of inbreeding. Success, both from the 


standpoint of improvement in quality 
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and in capacity to transmit charatceris- 
tics, has often been rapid, and several 


such breeds have been formed with- 
in the lifetime of a single man. It has 


been a frequent subject of remark that 
the American farmer is not naturally a 
breeder and that American owners of 
live stock do not tend to breed in such 
a way as to form distinctly American 
breeds, but seek for the improvement of 
their animals by importing breeds from 
outside. This is not wholly true. The 
trotting horse is distinctly an American 
breed. It would seem, tlitrefore, that if 
there are no distinctly American breeds 
of cattle, it 1s not because the American 
farmer lacks the capacity to make ‘hem 
and there is no apparent reason why the 
American should not be able, 
with horses, sheep, 
swine and poultry, to form such a breed 
if he so desires. As a matter of fact, 
there have been the beginnings of two 
breeds of cattle 
which, for some reason or other, have

chance of success in the formation of 
an American breed of cattle would be 
by careful selection of all or nearly all 
of the cattle inhabitating a given dis- 
trict, or by one or a few breeders work- 
ing carefully with a few individuals of 
high class of the desirable type. per 
petuating this type by skillful breeding
